The president also has to appoint a 
new radio commission before Feb- 
ruary 23, as the terms of the present 
commissioners expire on that date. 
lawrence Richey, one of the presi- 
dent’s secretaries, said tonight that an- 
other factor entering into the decision 
was that by leaving Saturday night 
Mr. Hoover would miss only one more 
day of fishing. He planned to forego 
his angling on Sunday anyway. 

The president's special car will be 
attached to a through. train leaving 
here Saturday night and will arrive 
in Washington Monday morning in 
time for Mr. Hoover to reach his of- 
fice at his usual early hour. 

The decision to go back to Wash- 
ington on Saturday was announced 
shortly after Captain Allen Buchanan 
had returned from the Saunterer. He 
carried the official dispatches concern- 
ing the French proposals out to Mr.

$60,824.39 Refunded 
To Ernest Woodruff 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The treasury department to- 
day announced a refund of $60,824.59 
to Ernest Woodruff, Atlanta capitalist 
and head of the Trust Company of 
Georgia, representing an over-assess- 
ment paid in federal income taxes for 
the year 1919.

‘SPEED TRAPS’ IN COBB 


The paved highway through Cobb 
county, leading to -Chattanovga and 
the north, which, due to alleged un- 
just methods of patrol, was branded 


as a ‘“‘speed trap,” by Charles Cook, 
secretary of the Atlanta Motor Club, 
Wednesday, will be posted with signs 
giving the speed limit and all road 
law data within the next two weeks, 
it was promised Thursday by Judge 
J. M. Stone, commissioner of Cobb 
county. 

A formal protest over the condition 
was lodged with the commissioner 
Wednesday by Mr. Cook and = on 
Thursday, after a conference during 
the afternoon, the commissioner proin- 
ised that the road would be posted 
within two weeks, Mr. Cook stated 
after his return from Marietta. 

Accordifig to Mr. Cook, city offi- 
cials of Marietta were greatly dis- 
turbed over the affair, and hastened 
to assure bim and members of the 
press that the city of Marietta had 
nothing to do with such practices as 
charged in the motor club’s complaint. 
They stated that Marietta had no part 
in the alleged enticing of motorists to 
race, followed by arrest and the im- 
position of $30 fines by the road pa- 
trols. All such 
the club occurred outside of the city 
limits. Marietta welcomes tourists, 
they continued, and would not sanc- 
tion anything that would cause them 
to take different routes. 

Mr. Cook stated that many of the 
complaints which he received were 
from Michigan motorists where there 
is no state law against speeding and 
that they were in ignorance of the 40- 
mile an hour limit in Georgia. Ac- 
cordingly it has been promised that 
signs stating the speed that is allowed 
will be posted along the highway. 

In the charge brought against the 
road patrols it was stated by Mr. 
Cook that the officers, not attired 
in uniforms, would drive behind mo- 
torists and blow their horns, enticing 
them into a race. The tourists would 
then be arrested and forced to put up 
a $30 cash bond, They would be in- 
formed that there would be no way 
in which to recover this sum as it 
was the minimum fine for speeding 
in Cobb county. 

Sheriff Tom Sanders. of Cobb coun- 
ty, emphatically denied this Wednes- 
day night over the telephone and later 
in a letter to Mr. Cook stated that 
his men never arrested anyone for 
going less than 60 miles per hour in 
Cobb county.

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TALMADGE SEES PART 
VICTORY IN DECISION 


Commissioner Pleased by 
Ruling in Case of Ousted 
Fertilizer Force. 


Eugene Talmadge, state commission- 
er of agriculture, expressing a deter- 
mination to continue his fight against 
the payment of ousted fertilizer in- 
sectors, Thursday expressed his view 
that the decisions in the supreme court 
Wednesday were a partial victory. 

“The case involving 17 of the 40 | 
short-term inspectors was reversed,” 
he stated. “This relieves me, as com- 
missioner of agriculture, if the su- 
preme court follows this ruling in the 
other short-term cases, of judgments 
in the lower court for $13.320 in their 
favor. 

“There was also a judgment in the 
lo.er court to give long-term ferti- 
lizer inspectors $1,500 eac “h, or a tutal 
of $7,500. 

“The judgment of the supreme court 
in this case wrote off $900 on each of 


the long-term fertilizer inspectors and | 
made the maximum judgment $600 for | 


each, and provided also that the long- 


term inspectors pay the costs of the 


court, 

“The cases as handed down by the 
Supreme court reduced the total judg- 
ment from $20,820 to $3.000, 
the additional provision that the fer- 
tilizer inspectors pay the costs of 
transmitting the cases to the supreme 


| court.

Canada’s total yield of wheat in 
1929 was just slightly under 300,000,- 
000 bushels produced on 25,255,000 
aeres, as compared with 566,000,000 
bushels taken from 24,119,000 acres 
in 1928. 

If one considers the annual average 
for the five years from 1924 to 1928, 
the figures, according to the dominion 
bureau of statistics, would be 422,- 
”19.000 bushels from 2,464,000 acres. 

Had the Canadian crop not suf- 
fered from an unusual and prolonged 
drought last summer, the problem 
would be a much more serious one 
now. But the average yield per acre 
in 1929 was but ‘11.9 bushels as 
against 23.5 bushels in 192%.

No other animal is quite so dumb 
and incapable in the care of offspring 
as is man.

Man virtually has no such in- 
stinct left. Civilization or the influ- 
ences that go along with it have de- 
stroyed or nearly destroyed this in- 
stinct in man, many vestiges of the 
parental instinct béing fated to atro- 
phy under our system of education.

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., Feb. 13. 
(P)—After devoting almost the entire 
session today to the question of- power 
rates charged fairs in Georgia, the 
State Association of Fairs adjourned 
leaving a resolution charging such 
rates as “exorbitant” to die without 
a vote, 

The convention, featured Wednes- 
day by an address by Chairman Alex- 
ander Legge, of the federal farm 
board, before closing the two-day ses- 
sion today selected Waycross for the 
1931 convention city and elected G. S. 
McCullar, of Milledgeville, president. 
The other officers were re-elected. 

During debate today over the elec- 
tric light and power problem, 


question was championed by both op- 
ponents of the present rates and those 


Georgia were treating the fairs with 
fairness. 

The resolution responsible for the 
debate was introduced by H. Curson, 
of Soperton, secretary of the Treut- 
lin county fair and chairman of the 
convention committee to investigate 
power rates. The resolution charged 
that “these exorbitant and excessive 
charges for electric current and serv- 
ice are seriously handicapping - the 
agricultural fairs of Georgia in their 
development and service.” 

Opposition arose immediately. E. 
H. Schomburg, president of the 
Chattahoochee Valley Fair at Colum- 
bus, and Felix Jenkins, also of Co- 
lumbus, took the position that the 
power company in their territory had 
been generous with support and co- 


‘operation in the matter of premiums 


and advertising and were opposed to 
“any drastic action” that would “slap 
the power company in the face with- 
out further thought.” 

O. C. Johnson, of Americus, a pro- 
ponent of the resolution, told the 
convention that “unreasonable elec- 
tric rates forced us to call off our fair 
last. year.” 

Ed Trotter, of Americus, and H. D. 
Truett, of Sparta, also took up the 
opposition battle against the resolu- 
tion, praising the power companies in 
their respective localities for the sup- 
port given them in the past. 

After the discussion, E. Ross Jor- 
dan, secretary of the state exposi- 
tion at Macon, read summaries of re- 
sponses to a questionnaire concerning 
power and light rates sent to fair sec- 
retaries last year. Some reported 
favorable and others’ unfavorable 
rates. 

Lynwood W. Gray, of Atlanta, ag- 
ricultural engineer of the Georgia 
Power Company, before the debate be- 
gan told the convention that a new 
schedule of rates handed down by the 
state public service commission re- 
cently would reduce the rates for pow- 
er and light to fairs from 20 to 25 
per cent.

Treasury officials will suggest to 
the conference that it adopt a re- 
ciprocal é¢xemption idea, so the home 
governments will tax income from 
business ventures, personal services 
and real estate, and that all other in- 
come be taxed by the country in which 
the recipient is a resident. If the 
conference here adopts the idea it will 
be presented to the Geneva meeting.
